The recent agitation over the con­ 
ferring of the Cross of the Legion of 
Honor upon Sarah Bernhardt and the 
recent conferring of the Cross of a 
Chevalier upon Maj. Dreyfus, sets one 
pondering about the value of the dis­ 
tinction. on the founding of the Order 
-of the Legion of Honor. 
It was in ISO-, when Napoleon was 
in the height of his glory, the legion 
was founded, but not organized until

It was destined to become "a 
prize for which the officers and men 
in the Napoleonic armies were ready 
to take the most desperate chances 
-on the held of battle, and the man 
upon whose breast 
the order 
was 
pinned by the emperor himself- after 
some hard won victory, felt tnat no 
greater honor could be bestowed upon 
him.” 
When Bonaparte proposed the crea­ 
tion of an order that should show by 
sw ards the nation's gratitude for re­ 
markable military and civil service, 
the old republicans made 
criticism 
that emblems and ribbons were but 
the baubles of monarchy. 
This. Na­ 
poleons retort: 
“It is with baubles 
that men are led." 
Francois Coppee speaks of the in­ 
auguration of the Legion of Honor as 
marked by two profoundly touching 
■ceremonies; one celebrated in Paris. 
in the chapel of the lnvatides, under 
the splendid dome tilled with souven­ 
irs of I.ouis XIV.; the other at the 
■camp at Boulogne, 
where 
Napoleon 
took the insignia of the new legion­ 
aries from Bayard's shield and out of 
Don Guesctiin’s casque.

He made changes, how­ 
ever; 
reduced the prerogatives, re­ 
placed the effigy of Bonaparte by that 
of Henry IV., the eagle by the Bour­ 
bon fieur-de-lys. the name grand eagle 
changed to grand cross. 
When the 
day of Louis Philippe came, this mon­ 
arch was satisfied with substituting 
the tricolor flag for the fieur-de-lys 
on the obverse of the cross. 
Napo­ 
leon III. made decided changes, but 
retained the character of the emblem 
as reward for both military and civil 
service. 
After the fall of the second 
empire, the government of national 
defense issued a decree suppressing 
the decoration of the Legion of Honor 
as a reward for civil service. 
This 
bill was revoked in 1872. 
The order as constituted at present 
dates from 1872, at that date reor­ 
ganized into five classes—chevaliers, 
officers, commanders, grand 
officers 
and grand crosses. 
Attached to these 
dignities are stipends ranging from 
250 francs of a chevalier 
to 
3,000 
francs in case of a grand cross. 
The 
emblem of the order is a star of white 
enamel edged with gold; on the ob­ 
verse the image of the Republic with 
inscription Republique Francaise; on 
the reverse, two flags with the motto

The recent agitation over the con- 


ferring of the Cross of the Legion of 
Honor upon Sarah Bernhaidt and the 
recent conferring of the Cross of a 
Chevalier upon Maj Dreyfus, sets one 
pondering about the value of the dis- 
tinction, on the founding of the Order 
-of the Legion of Honor.

It was in 1802. when Napoleon was 
in the height of his glory, the legion 
was founded, but not organized until 


Honneur et Patrle. A wreath of oak 
and laurel surmounts the emblem. 
The constitution ordains that the 


chief of state for the time being shall 
be grand master of the order, and on 
retirement from office that he retain 
the rank and insignia of the Grand 
Cross. 
A member of the order is 


deprived of the Legion of Honor for

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BRYAN'S WELCOME A 


HISTORY-MAKING EVENT

New York, Aug. 31.—The home- 


coming of William Jennings Bryan was 
made c omplete last night when he was 
greeted in Madison Square Garden by 
a throng of welcomers numbering more 
than 20,000. It was Tsuch a welcome 
which seldom, if ever, was accorded a 
private citizen. 
Mr. Bryan's eyes 


filled with tears as he stood and ac- 
knowledged the thunders of welcome 
from 20,000 throats. For eight min- 
utes, while the ground seemed to sway 
and shake from the shouts and ap- 
plause, he strode nervously from side U> 
side of the platform. Only once dur- 
ing the entire evening was there any- 
thing approaching such a demonstra- 
tion. ' That was when the speaker told 
his hearers that he had been converted 
to the cause of government ownership 
•of railroads. 


"I favor the control of only the 


trunk lines by the national govern- 
ment," said Mr. Bryan, "and the own- 
ership of all others by the state gov- 
ernments." 


In an instant thousands of voices 


were raised and thousands of faces 
were turned toward the side of the 
building opposite the speaker's stand, 
where William Randolph Hearst sat. 


"Three cheers for Hearst," was the 


«ry which swelled until the speaker's 
voice was drowned for a moment. 


The night's reception, which was 


given under the auspices of the Com- 
mercial Travelers' Anti-Trust league, 
proved really to be the sounding of the 
Democratic campaign call. Mr.' Bry- 
an's speech was a clear cut outline of 
his ideas as to what the Democratic 
policy should be. 
The 
election of 


United States senators by the people, 
regulation of the trusts by the govern- 
ment, an universal eight hour day, set- 
tlement of international disputes by 
arbitration rather than by force, and 
revision of the tariff were some of his 
points. 


Mr. Bryan declared, however, that 


he was merely expressing his own 
opinion and not attempting to forecast 
the policies of the party. 


Mr. Bryan declared that the trusts 


were the great issue of the day. He 
favored the closest supervision of the 
organization of corporations and de- 
clared that no man should be n director 
of two or more corporations which deal 
with each other or deal in the same 
line of business. He called for the en- 
forcement of the criminal clause of the 
Sherman anti trust law, and then went 
into the question of the government 
ownership of railroads, and declared 
what he had seen in other countries 
had served to strengthen his conviction 
on the subject. He saw danger in 
centralization, however, and for this 
reason advocated federal ownership of 
trunk lines and state ownership of local 
lines. 


The speaker scored the Republican 


congress for not passing the legislation 
urged by President Roosevelt, giving 


...publicity to campaign contributions, 


but gave the president some praise 
for what he termed his adoption .-f 
\Democratic ideas. Mr. Bryr.n saiJ he 
hoped the income tax might some day 
be imposed through an amendment to 
the constitution. He referred briefly 


the recent insurance investigation 


and said smilingly that hs belioveU the 
disclosures made would result in diffi- 
culty in securing large campaign con- 
tributions in the future.

There were several outside meetings, 


the principal one of which was ad- 
dressed in the early part of the even- 
ing by Representative Sulzer, of New 
York, Gov. Glenn, of North Carolina, 
and Mayor Dahlman, of Omaha. 


When Mr. Bryan had concluded his 


Garden address, at a few minutes past 
10 o'clock, and appeared outside the 
hall, he received another ovation. He 
needed no introduction to the vast 
crowd which had waited so long to 
hear him, and he spoke briefly.

Madill Well'* 
Production Increase*: 


Excitement in New Field Unabated. 
Madill, I. T., Aug. 31.-The Fall 


River Oil and Gas

pas increased from 5.000, 000 feet to 
5,5000,000 feet, with a stronger flow 
of oil. The sand was twenty-five feet 
deep.

The recent agitation over the con- 


ferring of the Cross of the Legion of 
Honor upon Sarah Bernhaidt and the 
recent conferring of the Croas of a 
Chevalier upon MaJ Dreyfus, sets one 
pondering about the value of the dls- ] 
ttnctlon, on the founding of the Order 
•of the Leglou of Honor.

It was in 1802. when Napoleon was 


3n the height of his glory, the legion 
was founded, hut not organized until 
1S04. It was destined to become "a 
l>rl«e for which the officers and men 
In the Napoleonic armies were ready 
to take the most desperate chances 
•on the field of battle, and the man

the order 
was 


pinned by the emperor himself—after 
some hard won victory, felt tnat no 
greater honor could be bestowed upon

When Bonaparte proposed the crea- 


tion of an order that should show by 
Awards the nation's gratitude for re- 
markable military and civil service. 
the old republicans made 
criticism 


that emblems and ribbons were but 
the baubles of monarchy.

When the 


day of Louis Philippe came, this mon- 
arch was satisfied with substituting

service. After the fall of the second 
empire, the government of national 
defense issued a decree supptesslng 
the decoration of the Legjon of Hdnor 
as a reward for civil service.

The order as constituted at present 


dates from 1872, at that date reor-
